In  a  knowledge  of  God,  all  true  knowledge  and  real  development  have  their  source.  Wherever 
we  turn,  in  the  physical,  the  mental,  or  the  spiritual  realm,  this  knowledge  is  revealed.  Whatever 
line  of  investigation  we  pursue,  with  a  sincere  purpose,  to  arrive  at  truth,  we  are  brought  in  touch 
with  the  unseen,  mighty  Intelligence.  The  mind  of  man  is  brought  into  communion  with  the  mind 
of  God.  the   finite   with   the   Infinite. 

For  each  snident.  irrespective  of  his  chosen  field  of  concentration,  the  curriailum  of  OaJcwood 
college  provides  courses  of  study  that  are  designed  to  develop  a  deep  appreciation  for  that  philoso- 
phy of  life  that  is  a  revelation  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of  God.  The  life  of  Christ  is  mankind's  only 
pattern  of  perfect  development  —  physical,  intellectual,  moral  and  spiritual.  The  study  of  this  life 
with  an  earnest  and  sincere  desire  will  result  in  the  development  of  a  character  that  will  stand 
unmoved   by   everv   test    imposed   upon   it   by   these   troublous  times.
